AMERICANS AT CORONATION SCENE 


Co mpro mise o f Co urt Plan 
Wo uld Adjo urn Co ng ress 
at Earlier Date. 


Washingto n, May 5 (JP)—The 
5 7 th co ngress began its 
fifth 
mo nth to d ay embro iled in co n­ 
tro v ersies u nd reamed o f when it 
co nv ened in Janu ary . Lead ers 
were u ncertain whether to ex ­ 
p ect ad jo u rnment in Ju ly o r Oc­ 
to ber. 
Some senato rs, co ntrary to the 
general o p inio n, said an early 
wind u p ap p eared a d istinct p o s­ 
sibility . 
Their belief was based o n the 
p red o minant talk o f co mp ro mise 
o n co u rt reo rganizatio n and the 
p o ssibility th at legislatio n o n 
wages and ho u rs, general gov ­ 
ernm ent 
reo rganizatio n, 
farm 
and p o wer p o licy might be d e­ 
ferred u ntil nex t winter. 
There was no sign of ad minis- 
ratio n willingness to co mp ro mise 
o n the co u rt issu e, ho wev er, o r to 
restrict the legislativ e p ro gram 
so narro wly . Mu ch will hinge o n 
Presid ent Ro o sev elt’s 
d ecisio ns 
when he retu rns to the cap ital 
late nex t week. 
If he remains ad am ant o n the 
ju d iciary q u estio n and su bmits 
reco mmend atio ns fo r ind u strial 
regu latio n, legislato rs said they 
p ro bably wou ld no t be ho meward 
bo u nd befo re au tu ntn. 
Co ntrasting with the actio n- 
filled “hu nd red d ay s sessio n” at 
the start o f the first Ro o sev elt 
ad ministratio n, the senate was 
taking ano ther o f its p erio d ic re­ 
cesses becau se o f lack o f bu si­ 
ness. The ho u se wo rked away on 
mino r legislatio n. 
Of the few co mmittees activ e, 
the senate ju d iciary co mmittee 
end ed a week of p riv ate d iscu s­ 
sio n o f p ro p o sed co mp ro mises on 
the co u rt bill.

Chicago , May 5 (A5) — Cou p les 
who ju st can’t wait to wed can 
find a G retna Green ju st acro ss 
the bo rd er o f almo st any state 
in the u nio n, a natio nal su rv ey 
o f m arriage laws sho wed to d ay . 
In mo re than half the states 
the o nly p rereq u isites fo r m ar­ 
riage are the d esire, the sp o u se 
and the p rice, d esp ite recent 
agitatio n fo r stricter marriage 
laws. 
A few states bar interracial 
marriages o r req u ire p hy sical ex ­ 
aminatio ns. So me refu se licenses 
to scho o l child ren witho u t w rit­ 
ten co nsent o f their p arents. 
Ju d ge Jo sep h Sabath, natio n­ 
ally kno wn d iv o rce and reco n­ 
ciliatio n ju rist, lo ng has been an 
ad v o cate o f u nifo rm m arriage 
and d iv o rce laws. 
“If so me civ ic o r wo man’s o r­ 
ganizatio n wo u ld get behind a 
mo v ement fo r a u nifo rm m ar­ 
riage law,” he said , “the resu lt 
wou ld be acco mp lished p ro m p t­ 
ly . 
“One o f the mo st d angero u s 
threats to American ho me life 
to d ay is the gin marriage. Yo u ng 
co u p les attend a d ance, d rink 
to e mu ch and then o n a d are 
skip acro ss a state line to be 
married . When they wake u p the 
nex t mo rning they o ften face 
y ears o f misery . 
Su ch a law 
wou ld sto p this. 
“It wo u ld wo rk a hard ship o n 
no one, fo r any co u p le p lanning 
marriage certainly co u ld no t o b­ 
ject to a wait o f three o r fiv e 
d ay s.”

DINOSAUR FIND 
MAY PROVE KEY 
TO LOST ORES 
^Tu cson,*Ariz. (Æ5) — Dr. A. A. 
Ttoy anow, Univ ersity of Arizona 
geologist, believ es the recent d is­ 
cov ery of a d inosau r skeleton in 
sou theastern Arizona m ay p rov e 
of great v alu e to m od ern p rosp ec­ 
tors hu nting “lost v eins” of v al­ 
u able ore. 
The find , he said , will afford 
p ractical aid to m iners d ealing 
with the v agaries of rock strata, 
ju mbled in p rehistoric u p heav ­ 
als. 
The skeleton was the first 
p roof tha t the geological form a­ 
tion of the area where the bones 
lie was of the cretaceou s p eriod . 
Prior to the d iscov ery m any ge­ 
ologists believ ed the area was of 
the tertiary p eriod millions of 
y ears later. 
Dr. Stay anow ex p lained the 
v alu e of the d iscov ery to m in­ 
ers thu s: “O ften a v ein of ore 
will ru n ou t; tha t is, the geolog­ 
ic p eriod of form ation in which 
it ex isted is broken off, and the 
v ein is ‘lost.’ If the m iner knows 
to w hat p eriod the v ein belonged 
and can then find w ithin a rea­ 
sonable d istance stra ta of the 
same p eriod , he stand s a good 
chance of recov ering the v ein or 
find ing sim ilar ore form ation.”

IS DEAD IN TUCSON 


Tu cson, Ariz., May 4 (JP) 
Rollin C. Brown, 9 3, who took 
part 
in 
G eneral 
Sherm an’s 
m arch to the sea, died today . 
Brown, a nativ e of Ru shv ille 
Ind., serv ed w ith the Indiana 
Reg u lars du ring the Civ il war. In 
the reconstru ction era, he w ent 
to San Francisco and worked for 
the Chronicle and Bu lletin.

CORONATION GAIETY 


TO REGISTER HIGH, 


CLUB OWNERS STATE 


London, May 4 UP)—London is 
ready to celebrate the coronation 
with foam and bu bbles. 
No less than 25 0,000 ex tra bar­ 
rels of beer, by a conserv ativ e es­ 
tim ate, will be consu med before 
the coronation is ov er, and the 
leading hotels hav e stocked u p 
heav ily with cham pagne, wines 
and liqu ers. 
The famou s old toast of “God 
sav e the king” is going to be 
dru nk from one end of London 
to the other, by dowagers, debu ­ 
tantes, workmen, soldiers 
and 
ev en v isitors from the Sou th Sea 
Islands. 
There is plenty of precedent. 
Samu el Pepy s’ record of the 
crowning of Charles II, for ex ­ 
ample, shows he sent his wife to 
bed, and w ent ou t to enjoy him ­ 
self. The resu lt was tha t when he 
got to bed him self his head “be­ 
gan to tu rn” ju st a little. 
“I wondered,” Pepy s wrote in 
his diary , “to see how the ladies 
did tipple.” 
London night life u ndou btedly 
will get a real boost by the cor­ 
onation, and althou gh the night 
spots took a long tim e to catch 
on, they now are nothing to be 
sniffed at. 
The city ’s first “floor show” 
opened in w ar day s; it failed. A 
hotel tried it in 1921. For a long 
time the west end was littered 
with failu res in the attem pts to 
tu rn night into day . 
It took American choru s girls 
to pu t ov er the “floor show” idea, 
and they still work here in large 
nu m bers. 
For 
the coronation, 
enou gh American singers, danc­ 
ers and mu sicians hav e been im ­ 
ported to m ake a New Yorker feel 
a t home. 
The ex pected 2,000,00p corona­ 
tion v isitors will hav e a t least 
two nights of ex trem e gaiety . At 
m idnight May 11, as coronation 
day begins, bedlam will break 
loose, w ith tru m pets and horns 
blowing and ev ery body y elling. 
The night of May 12, after the 
king is crowned, will top the ex ­ 
trav agance of letting the bars 
down. 
Riv er parties on the Thames 
—on large ocean and cru ising 
liners and on priv ate craft—will 
giv e the finishing tou ch. Riv er 
police, who rescu e abou t 130 per­ 
sons from drowning each y ear, 
aren’t ex pecting to sleep mu ch. 
Licensing laws for liqu or will 
interfere to a certain ex tent with 
the night spots. Drinks m ay be 
serv ed in restau rants and cabar­ 
ets only u p to a certain hou r— 
u su ally m idnight—u nless special 
permission has been secu red. 
Bu t London has got arou nd 
tha t 
throu gh 
the 
so-called 
“night clu bs” or “bottle-party 
clu bs” where the word “clu b” is 
taken more literally than in that 
u sage in America. Visitors 
to 
those clu bs m u st “join” for a no­ 
m inal fee—u su ally abou t $1 to 
$2.5 0.
